CAPE BRETON ISLAND. 


The stronyest trans-Atlantic “French 
fortress was built in 1713, with Louis- 
bourg Port, in south-€ast Cape Breton 
Island; anu three British corps captured 
it in 1745, but it was evacuated in “1748. 
To retake the island. Generals Amherst 
and Wolfe—both Kentish men-—with 
3,000 troops, sailed trom Halifax on the 
28th Mas, 1758 That armanent included 
the Ist Royal Scots Regiment, which had 
opposed the MacDonalds at Culloden’; the 
| 45th. which went from the Highlands to 
| Louisbourg tn 1747; the 47th and 48th, 
and Fraser's 78th Hichlanders. On-JTune 
Ond the British fleet. anchored 
| Gabarus Bay, seven miles south-west. of 
| onisbourg, which was garrisoned hy 
| 2.590 French soldiers, with 600 Acadian 
Militia and 400 Algonquian | redskins; 
and along the beach were- batteries and 
entrenchments, while eleven warships 
rode in Louisbourg Harbour. 
| Before dawn on June ‘8th frigates 
'cannoned the beach, and Wolfe’s Brigade 
of Highlanders, Grenadiers’ and Light 
Infantry rowed in boats through a heavy 
surf towards the landtng place. which was 
defended by 2,000 French. with cighteen 
guns. When near the shore the boats 
i were fired on and wreet, many soldiers 
| being drowned, and among thirty eicht 
sritish killed wer- two Towland officers 
of the 78th. Under Wolfe, some Li vit 
infantry and Highlanders got first ashore, 
and drove all before them for two miles, 
until cannonaded from the town. Tn 
‘boisterous weather. in the marshes, the 
tritish besieged T.owsbourg Fort. under 
fire from the Island Rattery and the French 
ships, most of which were burned later. 
On June 12th Wolfe and a detachment 
marched round the Harbour to the Light 
House Battery, which. with other posts, 
was taken by the Highlanders and 
flankers, with little loss. On July 16th 
the Grenadiers anc Highlanders captured 
the hills before the Light House Battery, 
and made a lodgment. under fire. Ten 
days later, after a seven weeks’ siege, the 
French surrendered, and their shattered 
fortress was demolished. Besides the two 
Lowlanders, the 78th lost Lieutenants 
Fraser and Murray, and seventeen men 
killed; three officers and forty-one men 
wounded. 

louisbourg is now only a fishing village, 
and recently the foundations of its 
vemshed fortress were marked, near the 
| ruins of the town, in memory of the men 
who fell there in 1758. Most of the 
100,009 Cape Breton islanders are de- 
scended from Roman Catholic High- 
landers, who emicrated in 1800.25. One 
of the thirteen Canadien Highland rei- 
inents that foucht in France in 1915 was 
the 94th Cape Breton Highlanders (two 
battalions). 


THE HE GHTS OF ABRAHAM. 


For the conquest of Canada Major 
General Wolfe and a dozen regiments of 
8.000 soldiers, with the leet, sailed up 
the St. Lawrence, lending on Orleans 
Island on the 26th June. 1759: and on 
‘that night, fire ships drifted down from 
Quebec amoncst them. The British 
captured Po'nt de Levis, and bombarded 
‘Quebec, but lost 543 men in the attack a‘ 
Montmorenci Ford on the north bank on 
the Slst July. Having failed to draw the 
16,000 French Militia and regulars from 
their trenches—lining six miles of the 
Beaufort shore-—-Wolfe quartered half his 
soldiers in the warships, and sailed beyond 
Quebec. Up to September 2nd the 78th 
lost eighteen men killed, and Colonel 
Fraser, five officers. and eighty-five men 
wounded. 

For the last assauit on Quebec. after 
eleven weeks of defeat, the soldiers, in 
flat-bottomed boats, sailed down with the 
rapid ebb-tide of the mighty. Saint 
Lawrence River. near its north shore, for 
two hours after midnicht on the L3th 
September, 1759; and the silence of the 
dark was only broken by the icy, 
murmuring water. The fever-stricken 
Wolfe, seated in one boat's stern, to his 
officers whispered Grav's recent “' Flecy 
Written in a Conntry Churchyard ' (i.«., 
Stoke Paves. in Buckinghamshire, whence 
ceive some of the 43rd Foot of that float- 
Army).

The appointment of Dr. J. F. Larchet 
to be Director of the Municipal School: of 
Music in suctession to the late Arthur 
Darley will be generally appreciated in

country. He is now 
as familiar to people 

in the country as he

and it will be con- 
ceeded that few have 
done .as much for 
music. in Ireland in

He is, perhaps, 
yest known to the 
public as the Director 
of the Abbey Theatre 
Orchestra, which he 

has brought to a pitch of perfection not at 
ell usnal in theatre orchestras ahywhere 
With such a small orchestra; consisting of 
strings only, Dr. Larchét combines a 
eatholicity of taste with a technical finish 
that has made the. little band of musicians 
one of the things of which Dublin is very 
proud. 

One of the busiest of men, Dr. Larchet 
manages to do a good deal of teaching in 
various institutions, and he has also 
ad\ised the Ministry of Education on the 
musical parts of. its programme. He has 
also taken a very prominent part in al] 
inovements to .popularise music in the 
city, with orchestral and choral societies, 
and even strictly propagandist organisa- 
tions. As a pianist he is now generally 
recognised to be in the front rank, and as 
a composer Dublin has had many oppor- 
tunities to jitidge his quality in the Abbey 
Theatre and elsewhere. His most recent 
work to be performed is the incidental 
music to Mr. Bernard Duffy's little fairy 
play, “*.The Spell,’’, which was first pro- 
duced at the Theatre Royal a week ago, 
after a successful broadcast by the B.B.C.

On: the «railings of the Belfast City 
Hall, facing the side windows of Messrs. 
Robinson and Cleaver’s huge building, is 
a metal plate set there by the Ulster 
Tourist Development Association to mark 
the site of the White Linen Ha'l. A grant 
of four acres of the Castle Meadows was 
made by Lord Donegall, and here the 
W' ‘te Linen Hall was built in 1787 and 
stood, surrounded by trees and gardens 
until 1896. Justly proud as Belfast is of 
its City Hall and the fine buildings 
gathered about it, there are those who 
regret the low houses of the square, the 
cool green spaces of the Linen Hall 
cardens within their high enclosure, and 
the pleasant way through from Donegal] 
place to Linen Hall street.

A metal plate similar to that upon the 
City Hall railings has been set in the wall 
of Messrs. Douglas and Greene's premises 
in Donegall street to mark the site of the 
Brown Linen Hall. The frst Brown [nen 
Hall was in Ann street; the second in 
Donegall street, where the Cathedral 
Church of Saint Anne now stands; the 
third almost-opposite to this, where .t was 
first opened in 1773, and remained until 
1920, looking in: its later years like a 
Geserted burying ground. Grass and tall 
weeds grew everywhere about it, and the 
stone slabs upon which the ‘buyers used to 
stand were like great tombs. Thither 
every Friday for more than forty~ years 
came Mr. McNicholl, of Maghera, with a 
web of brown linen. and laid it out upon 
one of the “ tombs,’’ maintaining with 
a rare pettinacity that, as long as he 
continued to do so, the. Brown’ Linen Hall 
cculd not be closed. His son did like- 
wise, but their protest ended, as all such 
protests against the changing order of 
things must end. At the conclusion of a 
prolonged lawauit the work of time was 
completed -by hands and the Brown Linen 
Hal! was finally demolished in 1920.

| Belfast "Buses. 


It has been announced: that double- 
decked ‘buses wili soon, put in an 
a rance in the streets of Belfast, and 
already ,the Corporation has decided to 

ase six motor vehicles of this class. 
he whole tramway system is about to 
undergo a long needed rejuvenation. and 
the double-deckers are. part of the scheme. 
Fifty new tramcars are to be bought, and, 
at the moment, the great question is— 
Where are these trains going to be made? 
There has been talk of sending the order 
for the trams across the water, and, if 
this, is done, it will raise a storm of pro- 
test in Ulster, as it appears that there is 
nó earthly reason why they should not be 
built in Belfast. i 

When double-deckó3 'buses were intro- 
duced into Belfast during the days of the 
trafic war, the Minietry of Home Affairs 
refused to grant them licences, the reason 
being that they were not perfectly safe for 
use. Now a idea would be 
to take a of Glasgow's 
book and copy their ‘buses, which 
are built on lines which render 
them quite safe—much more so than the 
comparatively clumsy London ones. ‘he 
Glasgow ‘buses. are comfortable and 
efficient, and are extremely low-slung, 
which ‘gives them a feeling of great 
stability. The top is enclosed, and tne 
low lithes are procured by a sunken 
passage-way along one side. This allows 
for plenty of head-room while walking to 
the seats, but there is very little clearance 
when one mounts to the raised seats. 

At the present moment the rolling stock 
of the Belfast Tramwav Company is some 
430 trams, of which 360 are in need of 
renovation. It is an amusing fact that 
about forty or fifty of the trams now on 
the various routes are relics of the old 
horse-drawn cars. patched up in a com- 
mendablé attempt to make them pr- 
sentable. 

Mr. Chamberlain. the General Manacer 
and Engineer of the Tramway; Company, 
certainly. seems determined to bring ‘bis 
service up to a level with the trams of 
other cities, and he has the whole-hearted 
support of that insignificant person, the 
taxpayer.

Scott’s Unfinished Novel. 


Something of a sensation has been 
aroused in the literary world by the pos- 
sibility of the publication of ‘‘ The Siege 
of Malta,’’ the incompleté novel on which 
Sir Walter Scott was at work up to a few 
months ‘before: his death. 

As a rule, it is hardly fair to an author 
to give to the world a half-finished work. 
But in this case Scott’s reputation can- 
not be affected one way or the other. 
Indeed, it is so well known that Scott was 
in such a low state of health at the time, 
and in fact suffering from premonitions 
of his c:ming decease, that a capable 
novel cannot be expected, although the 
book will have a strangely tragic interest 
for all lovers of Scott. 

A correspondent who has seen a repro- 
duction of the manuscript of ‘‘ The Siege 
of Malta ” tells me that the handwriting 
is hardly decipherable, and bears traces 
of the illness under which the author was 
suffering. 

It was written during Scott’s cruise’ in 
the Mediterranean in ‘the boat which had 
been, placed at his disposal by the British 
Government. He left Portsmouth in 
October, 1823, and only a few days earlier 
he had written in bis diary that he ' was 
very ill ”” and almost unable to write. 

The extent of his illness may be gathered 
from thé fact that in the portion of the 
manuscript referred to by my _ corres- 
pondent, Scott has written ‘‘ freinds ” for 
“ friends,” and similar errors of mis- 
spelling occur. These suggest that he was

net in his normal mind. and, as we know, 
his death took place within twelve months 
of that date.

On Saturday, March Ist, 1766, four 
pirates were tried in the Dublin 
Admiralty Court and found guilty of 
murdering on’ the high seas Captain 
Cochrane, Captain Glass and others; also 
of plundering and scuttline the good 
ship ‘Lord Sandwich. On the following 
Monday they were executed in St. 
Stephen's Green. As the court had ordered 
that after the sentence was executed their 
bodies should be “ hanged in chains,”’ two 
of the cornses were gibbeted on “ the Piles 
below the Blockhouse in Poolbeg.”’ and the 
other two on ‘‘ the New (South) Wall, 
below McCarrell’s Wharf. The latter 
two, however, proved a disacreeable sight 
to the Dublin citizens who “ walked there 
for amusement and health. and thev 
cnlled for the removal of “' this eyesore.”’ 
‘Their request was cranted, and on All 
‘Fool’s Day the offending bodies were 
removed to Dalkey Island. where they 
‘were fixed in ‘‘ new irons.’’

Pirates in Dublin. 


A Dublin Lecturer. 


Mr. Harold John Edward Peake, M-A.,

Che Archdale Family, 


The . passing of the seventy-seventh 
birthday of the Right Hon. Sir Edward 
M. Archdale, -M.P., Minister of Agricul- 
ture, Northern Ireland, who is not only 
Grand Master of the Irish Orangemen, 
but Imperial Grand Master of that Insti- 
tution throughout the world, recalls that 
the Archdale family was saved from 
annihilation during the terrible times of 
1641 by the love of a 
Roman Catholic nurse 
for the baby she was 
tending. . The baby 
was afterwards Wil- 
liam Archdale, the 
only male survivor 
of the family after 
the tragedy of Arch- 
dale Castle. The 
hurse, at the risk of 
her own life saved 
‘him and tended him 
till happier days 
came . round. The 
male line of the 
Archdales failed in 
1730, and, the heiress marrying a Mont. 
gomery of Derrygonnelly, the latter 
assumed the name and arms of Archdale, 
One of the descendants .was General 
Mervyn Archdale, M.P., who sat in eleven 
Irish Parliaments and consistently voted 
against the Union, refusing, it 1s said, 
every inducement that was offered him. 
He was grandfather of Sir Edward Arch- 
dale, who was raised to the baronetcy in 
1928. Sir Edward served in the Royal 
Navy in his youth, retiring with the rank 
of Lieutenant-Commander in 1880. He is 
a breezy speaker, with a whiff of the 
“old salt ” about him, and knows his 
job from stem to stern. His heir is Rear- 
Admiral. N. FE. Archdale, who dis- 
tinguished himself as a submarine flotilla 
leader in the war. Three other sons 
fought in the war, and one was killed 
while with the King’s African Rifles.

A Projected Garden City. 


In these days, when one hears so much 
about the success of Peacehaven and of 
other English garden cities, it is interest- 
ing. to remember that the idea of the 
garden city is no new one, and that, ‘n 
the past, we-in Ireland have not been 
altogether untouched by. experiments in 
this direction. 

About eighty years ago an extravagant 
scheme was mooted for erecting a model 
town upon Killiney fhill. Plans of the 
projected city were circulated in large 
numbers, and elaborate prospectuses dwelt 
glowingly upon the undoubted financial 
delights of the scheme: but, although the 
public were apparently enchanted with the 
idea in the abstract. they failed to put 
their admiration. into sufticiently practical 
form, and the whole project fell through 
for want of capital. The first stone of 
this seaside city was, howeyer, laid with 
befitting pomp and circumstance, and even 
the first building in the city completed— 
Victoria Castle, which stands to-day an 
enduring memorial of this nine-days’ 
wonder of another age. 


Beifast Postal Official. 


A notable figure in postal and telo- 
graphic circles. Mr. Allan F. Parker, the 
Assistant Postmaster of Belfast, is shortly 
to retire. Mr Parker has seen forty 
years’ service, and has watched the pro- 
gress and expansion of the Post Office 
since the time it was situated in Queen's 
square until the present day. Mr. Parker 
has served under eight Postmasters, and 
has been in charge of all branches of the 
local postal service at some portion of h's 
career. Mr. Parker is equally well-known 
in the city through his musical associa- 
tions. He commenced his musical career 
as organist of St. Nicholas’ Church, 
Carrickfergus,. followed .by a long. service 


‘as organist of St. .Jude's ‘Church - Belfast. 


He then went to Rosemary street Church 
as organist, and was finally appointed 
choirmaster and organist at Elmwood 
Presbyterian t'hurch, a position which he 
occupies at present. Amongst his other 
musical associations was his connection 
with the Northern Male. Quartet. which 
had the distinction of appearing before 
Royalty, and he was one of the founders 
of the Belfast Amateur Operatic Society.

How often do many of us pass by those 
two old buildi on opposite sides of the 
tram-line at Dalkey (one of them Dalkey 
Town Hall), decide vaguely that they 
must be very old, and then think no more 
about them. To experts in domestic 
architecture, however, they are of the 
greatest interest ; they are said to be older 
and better than anything of their kind in 
Great Britain. 

The fact is that in the Middle Ages 
Dalkey was for many centuries. the = 
of Dublin. At one time it was said to 
have had seven “ castles,’’ of which only 
these two remain ; they were the dwellings 
and st>re-houses of the wealthy old 
merchants whose enterprise made the town 
so famous, and they are believed to date 
from the end of the ‘twelfth or the 
beginning of” the thirteenth century.

The last event for 
which the nlace is noted occurred in 1575, 
when many of the inhabitants of Dublin, 
fiving from the-plague which was at that

refuge upon Dalkey Island... 
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GAIETY THEATRE. 

In “' Persons Unknown,” which began a 
week's run at the Gaiety Theatre last night, 
Mr. Edgar Wallace poses a problem rather 
than attempts to “ thrill.” - It may be that 
his object was to show ‘the methods of the 
police when faced with a particularly baffling 
problem, and if that were his object it may 
be said that he very efficiently achieved it. 
Last night’s audience was kept. interested 
and baffled until the curtain was about to 
fall finally, and then it demonstrated its 
satisfaction with the play and the acting 
with rounds of fervent applause. 

This play is sométhing of a challenge to 
the cinema, and it is just doubtful whether 
it would not have made a better film than 
a stage play. In production, the methods of 
the cinema are adopted to give the audience 
the “cut back ” to the actual process of 
the crime, and in that way, instead of the 
usual police court scene, Mr. Wallace here 
achieved his only ‘‘ thrill.” 

An unknown man is found apparently 
murdered in a street in Tidal Basm, London. 
When the police arrive a well-known pick- 
pocket runs away from the corpse, and a 
local doctor strolls along. Some clues are 
found: a sheath from Central America, 
which had held the knife by which the 
murder was committed; a phial of some 
drug, a cigarette, and one or two miscel- 
laneous articles. The police are not deceived 
by these, nor by the statements of ‘ various 
persons examined. ‘‘ Detective work is very 
much the chasing of lies.” 

MANY SUSPECTS. 

Sam Hackett, an old pick-pocket, is ar- 
rested and examined, without much success, 
and almost every person in the play is at one 
time or another suspected; in the end it is 
a man who may have been suspected by 
members of the audience at an early point 
in the play, but who did not seem to have 
come under the suspicion of the police until 
nearing the end. This may be flattering to 
the deductive powers of the audience, but it 
doés not conduce to a continuance of interest 
ia the play; nor is it flattering to the 
efficiency of the police. Sam: Hackett showed 
how the police may be hampered by their 
newer methods. 

On the whole, the acting was capable with- 
out being brilliant. The greater burdens of 
the Eas fell upon Mr. Darby Foster as Dr. 
Martord; Mr. Frederick Ross, as Detective- 
Inspector Mason; Miss Doris Sainsbury, as 
Inez Landor, and Mr. A. B. Mackey, as In- 
spector Rray. In all these parts the acting 
was quite adequate, the Bray of Mr. Mackey 
being particulety impressive. The two 
Cockney characters, Sam Hackett and Mrs. 
Albert, were excellent!y and humorously por- 
traved by Mr. John Bland and Miss Nel] 
Rene, respectively. The production was 
something of a triumph for Mr. John Turn- 
bull, and it is sikely to be a popular success 
in Dublin this week,

EBB AND FLOW IN VALUE. 
There is an ebb and flow in the price of 

first edition copies of modern authors. Yes- 

terday there was a substantial drop in J. 

Galsworthy’s works, and a copy of Hardy's 

“Tess ” did not go above £15 10s., against 

£150 paid for an inscribed copy a year ago. 

R. L. Stevenson’s ‘“‘ Child's Garden of 
Verse ” (1885) went up to £55. A presenta 
tion copy had brought. the record price of 
£80. Barrie’s “ The Little Minister ” (1891), 
published at six shillings, to-day brought 
£163, and '' A Window in Thrums ”’ £35. 

Five copies of Kipling’s '“ Jungle Book ”’ 

(1894) totalled about £50, and H. M. Tom- 
h 's ** The Sea and the Jungle ” (1912) 
£22 created a new record. 
A. E. Coppard, who had made some ad- 
verse criticism, on the phenomenal rise in 
prices of first editions, received auction room 
cclaim yesterday. Two years ago he com 
mented that buyers or collectors were “' gilt 
edged ghouls, who batten on certain books 
as wine dealers seize a good wine, never to 
savour it, but keep it tightly corked until 
its price rises.”’ 

Yesterday a dozen copies of Coppard’s 
works, published from 1921 to 1929, brought 
in a total of £54, the highest price being £16 
for ‘‘ Adam and Eve and Pinch Me,” (1921). 
Coppard’s works were published at prices 
ranging up to a guinea. A little book. torn, 
with margins gone, and many pages missing, 
was a copy of the second edition of “ Alice 
in Wonderland,’ published in 1866. This 
relic of an interested nursery brought no less 
than £10. 

Another big price obtained at Sotheby's 
yesterday was £100 for a set of the “ Sporting 
Magaine,” from 1792 to 1870. 

A first edition of G. B. Shaw's “Mis 
alliance,’’ ‘‘ The Dark Lady of the Sonnets,’’ 
and “ Fanny's First; Play,’ inscribed by the 
author in 1914, brought £12.

BELFAST, Monday. 
Ts Lord Mayor’ of Belfast has ex- 
pressed his regret that the city is to 
be put to the trouble, and expense of a 
plebiscite regarding certain clauses in the 
Corporation Bill, about which there has 
been a great deal of controversy ; but he 
should remember that this is the only way 
in which the citizens can give expression 
to their views on an important measure. 
On the last occasion on which a plebiscite 
was taken the Corporatio gs age were 
overwhelmingly defeat e people 
having but little confidenceih the Council 
and although matters have improved 
somewhat since then, there is wide- 
spread opposition to some parts of 
t new bill. Strong- objection 18 
taken to the proposal to provide 
municipal garage accommodation, the 
contention being that the Corporation has 
no. right to enter into competition with 
garage owners; and opposition 1s also 
offered to one of the sections which is 
specially designed to enable officers of the 
Corporation appointed from cities in Great 
Britain to carry theit service and pension 
rights to Belfast, while no corresponding 
advantages would be given to officials 
going from here to Great Britain. 
Exception is further taken to the 
proposal to subsidise an aerodrome, the 
opposition pointing out that the Malone 
Acrodrome scheme, established several 
years ago with a great oratorical flourish, 
ended in financial failure. The clause to 
regulate street trading is objected to on 
the grounds that it would enable infinen- 
tial people to have trading prohibited in 
streets where they have interests. The 
bill generally is a good one, but the dis- 
puted clauses may wreck the whole 


structure. 
INTERESTING CONTROVERSY. 


The controversy between the Rev. T. M. 
Johustone and Mr. Andrews, Minister of 
Labour,. relative to unemployment in 
Northern Ireland, has created the liveliest 
interest in Belfast. It will be recalled 
that Mr. Johnstone declared that there 
was a conspiracy of silence amongst 
politicians regarding destitution in the 
city, and said that the country was 
dripping with poverty and unemployment. 
He also quoted official ficures supplied by 
the Labour Ministry to show that the 
rumber of people unemployed had in- 
creased by 15,000 during the past two 
years. Mr. Andrews took-up the gauntlet, 
and during the week-end he told a 
meeting of women Unionists. that Mr. 
Johnstone’s statement was an outrageous | 
exaggeration. He denied that matters | 
were getting worse, and ‘suggested that

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NEWSPAPER POSTERS 
AND FILMS. 


UNUSUAL APPLICATION 
JAILS AT DERRY. 


In the Chancery Court at Belfast yester- 
day the Derry Journal, Litd., renewed an 
application, before Lord Justice Andrews, 
for an injunction to restrain the Rialto 
Theatres, Ltd., Londonderry (proprietors of 
the Derry Opera House), from passing off or 
using the plaistifis’ style or title of the 
Derry Journg wm advertising certain film 
pictures, and to restrain the defendarits from 
asing the contents posters of the plaintiffs’ 
newspaper for the purpose of advertising such 
pictures. 

In opening the case for the plaintiffs Mr. 
Campbell said the motion was concerned 
with the title of the newspaper of plaintiffs 
and the defendants’ posters. Plaintiffs. pub- 
lished a strong protest against the exhibition 
by the defendants in Derry of a talking 
picture which was alleged to be banned in 
Australia on moral grounds. Defendants had 
also another film, “‘ White Cargo,’ which 
was open to the strongest disapproval. They 
sent sandwichmen around the city with a 
yoster which stated ; “ Opera House; * White 
Jargo’ ; Derry Journal of this day Monday.” 
It contained words of the actual poster of 
plaintiffs, which the defendants must have 
gor surreptitiously. Plaintiffs submitted that 
efendants had no right in law to use their 
poster without permission to do so. 

Lord Justice Andrews—They took your 
poster and utilised it in their own business? 

Mr. Campbell—Yes. 

For the defence, Mr. Black said the genesis 
of these proceedings was the publication of 
a number of ticles in the Derry Journal. 
Before plaintiftt had an opportunity of seeing 
“Chinatown Night ’’ they came out with a 
very virulent attack upon it. They also 
attacked the other film in an old world style 
of journalism. Although the pictures might 
be objectionable to this newspaper, large 
numbers of people went to see them. The 
AON AN“ of Derry knew that the Journal had 
ween attacking these pictures most virulently. 
and, therefore, could not be associated with 
them in any way, or. be supporting them. 
He submitted that under these circumstances 
no jury would hold that the posters were 
libellous as regarded plaintiffs. 

Lord Justice Ahdrews—Could you ease the 
situation by saying you are not going to do 
it again? 

Mr. Black—Yes, if my friends give an 
undertaking not to attack my pictures until 
the trial. 

Mr. Campbell said he could not give that 
undertaking. ' 

Lord Justice Andrews—Do you tell me that 
you are such upholders of public morals that 
you cannot withhold your views pending the 
trial? 

Mr. Campbell—Judging by what they have 
done Seven om there is no knowing what they 
may do in the future. (Laughter.) 

Lord Justice Andrews said that in his 
opinion the motion of plaintifis should not 
be granted, and he refused the injunction, 
with costs.

A MONAGHAN BUILDING. 

For four years public bodies in MONAGHAN 
have been agitating to have a district hospital 
established at Carrickmacross. For this pur. 
ost Moynalty House, to which is attached 
06 acres of land, was purchased by the 
Board of Health. Then a controversy arose 
as to whether the very large premises so pur- 
chased should be used, or whether the old 
workhouse should be converted into a district 
hospital. Eventually the Free State Local Govern- 
ment Department was consulted, and a letter 
was read at the Health Board. The Minister 
considered that the establishment of a district 
hospital at Carrickmacross would be unwise 
and would not justify the expenditure in- 
volved. The letter concluded: *‘ As regards 
disposal of Moynalty House, the Minister 
would like to mention that there may be a 
possibility of utilising these premises for the 
purpose of improved services to be developed 
in connection with the assistance of afflicted 
classes Of poor persons, and he would suggest 
that the sale of the building and Jand should be 
deferred for the present.” The Board passed 
a vesolution ordéring the letting of the land 
for the season. and asking that the Depart- 
ment should take over the premises at once. 
Mr. Conlon gave notice to move that a district 
hospital! should be provided for Carrickma- 
cross, 
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THE GARAGE MURDER. 
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GOLD WATCH FOUND IN A 
CISTERN. 
Mr. F. Pitcher, walked into 
the Southampton police station yesterday 
afternoon and handed over a gold watch 
which he had found when repairing a cistern 
in a public convenience in the heart of the 
town.

The Lord Downshire left the Bristol Chan- 
nel on November 8 for Montreal, and encoun- 
tered such violent weather that the passage, 
instead of taking the usual fourteen days, 
lasted twenty-five. She arrived in the bat- 
tered condition with slabs of ice clinging to 
her sides, having ridden out the galés which 
carried away the navigating bridge and funnel 
of the s.s.

The work of unloading and loading went 
forward: feverishly night and day, for the 
delay had made the Lord Downshire the last 
ocean-going vessel to arrive last season. If 
she were not clear of the port before the ice 


closed in she would have to remain frozen in 


uutil the spring. 

She left Montreal on December 7° for 
Quebec, hut the ice closed in earlier than 
usual. and for ten days she was frozen hard 
and fast, while the Canadian Government icé- 
breakers Mikula and Montealm strove in vain 
to release her. The French-Canadian popula- 
tion walked out from their villages on the 
shores of the Gulf of St. Lawrence to inspect 
the imprisoned vessel, and members of ‘the 
crew walked ashore to buy tobacco and fresh 
stores, 

The cold was intense, sometimes as much as 
25 and 26 degrees below freezing point. The 
steam heaters in the officers’ cabins were kept 
going night and day, yet a coating of ice 
three inches thick formed on the inside of 
the ports 

At length the ice-breakers. succeeded in 
releasing her, and burst a channel through 
the ice, through which she proceeded at a 
rate of a few miles per day to Quebec. 
Friction of the broken jce*against her sides 
scraped off the paint and burnished the steel 
plates until they shone like mirrors. The 
steel plates at the stem were wrinkled and 
corrugated by the pressure of the ice. On 
January 6 she bade farewell to the ice: 
breakers, and sailed for Dublin, which she 
reached after another very stormy passage. 
Her cargo consists of grain and flour, and 
two porcupines and two racoons travelled as 
passengers, consigned to the Dublin Zoo. The 
racoons survived the voyage, but the female 
porcupine died while the vessel was in the 
grip of the ice. Her partner then became 
fretful, pined away; and died also. ‘The Lord 
Downshire will leave Dublin this week for 
Rotterdam and Belfast.

MORTALITY. 


At Belfast: yesterday a specjul meeting of 
the Maternity and Child Wel

FOR FIFTY YEARS. 

Thanking the guests for coming,to meet 
General Higgins and wish him Géed-speed, on 
his appointment as General of ‘the Salvation 
Army, he said that for the last 50 vears;since 
he was a lad in Glasgow he had followed 
with interest the great work of the Salvation 
Army. It had given a lead ‘to other branches 
of the Christian Church, and he did nót:know 
that that Jead was taken-up to the extent 
which some of them would like.. . (Hear, hear.) 

The Right Rev. Dr. Morrow, Moderator .of 
the Presbyterian Church, on: behalf. of ‘he 
Presbyterian Church in Irelanú,. - welcomed 
General Higgins to Dublin, He’ first’ came 
in contact with the work of the Salyation 
Army forty years ago, when a student tw 
London, and ten years later he welcomed 
them to Dublin, and it was with great 
pleasure that he was able to give them ihe 
old Presbyfeciin Church in Gloucester street 
In which to start work, (Hear, hear.)

War @ry, which 
in the British Isles, bad a quarter of a million 
circulation, even without tmsurance schemes.

A TEST YEAR. 

The Very Rev. thé Dean of Christ Church 
also joined in the welcome, and said that he 
had had a little to do with similar work to that 
in which the Salvation Army was engaged— 
the Labour Yard of the Church Army at 
Ringsend—helping the down-and-outs to be- 
come good citizens. He rejoiced that the 
troubled period of. the Salvation Army was 
over, and that they had amongst them that 
day the accepted head of that great organisa- 
tion. He was present when they welcomed to 
Dublin the great founder of the Army, 
William Booth, and he was glad that he 
was again present that aftertioon to welcome 
his successor, to whom he wished every bless- 
ing. (Hear, hear.) 

THE " BROKEN EARTHENWARE.” 

The Rev. Dr. Irwin, on behalf of the Metho- 
dist Chhrch of Ireland, also ‘joined in the 
welcome. ‘He said that he did not think 
any of the Churches had, been able to deal 
with the “ broken earthenware ” as the Sal. 
vation Army had done, The Churches should 
admit that they were a long way behind the 
Army, ‘He wished Géneral Higgins a very 
happy future, and that the Salvation Army 
would have its best days to come. (Hear, 
hear.) ' ' 

General Higgins, responding, said that he 
appreciated very much meeting the citizens of 
Dublin that afternoon. Most of them had 
interests very much akin, and were all de- 
sirous for the same things, the advancement 
of the Kingdom of God. 

A GRITICAL PERIOD. 

The Salvation Army had passed through 
a very ‘criti¢al ‘period, a crisis which many 
thought ‘might result in splitting up the 
Army activities, and in demoralising energies 
and force. He was hot surprised that their 
friends were anxious, but he. was 
glad to tell them that, by the 
ylassing of God, they had come through the 
difficulty without any splitting up, . without 
lass, and without division. (Hear, hear.) 
Although they had 24,000 Salvation Army 
officers, so fár, as he was aware they. had 
not lost.a single one as a result of the diffi- 
eulty, and the Army was now united as 
firmly as ever in the resolve to push forward 
and. achieve the great objects which they 
had always sought to attain. Applause.) 

Some people thought that ‘there would be 
changes more or less of a drastic character 
in the work of the Army, and it was ex- 
pected that he should say something with 
regard to any. changes that, might be con- 
templated, The changes that were under 
consideration were only with regard to 
machinery, for methods which were applic- 
able in 1878 to the Army were not suitable 
to-day. Methods applicable to fifty stations 
were not suitable to the administration of 
10,000 stations which the Army had to-day; 
and methods stitable to the administration 
of £80,000 worth of property were not ap- 
plicable to property worth many millions, 

THREE CHANGES. 

Having traced the growth of the Army from 
1878, the General said that there were only 
three changes contemplated. 

The first was that instead of the General 
of the Salvation Army being the sole trustee 
of its property, the property would be held 
in trust by a body of trustees. 

The second was that in future it must 
not be in the power of any General 
of the Army to appoint his successor ; 
that. -.would be, the function of the Com- 
missioners. .He (the General) possessed the 
power to appoint his successor, but he assured 
them that he would not like to take such an 
advantage. Such power should never be in 
the hands of’ any one individual. | 

The third change was that, according to 
present conditions, the General held effice for 
life, and he claimed that office fr fife was 
not a proper safeguard, and the change con- 
templated was that there should be an age 
limit for each General, as there was at pre- 
sent for the Commissioners of the Salvation 
Army.

Extinct Animals, 


The trustees of the Natural History 
Department of the British Museum 
have received, as a gift from the 
officers of the Royal Artillery Barracks 
in Mauritius, the stuffed remains of 
the last giant tortoise of that island, 
A writer in The Times says that a 
colony of these animals, established 
in Mauritius in 1766, rapidly. became 
extinct, but a few specimens survived 
as pets of the artillery barracks. 
Their fame was such that they were 
mentioned specially in the treaty of 1810, 
by which Mauritius was ceded to Great 
Britain. This particular tortoise lived on 
the island for over 150 years. © Its placid 
existence was disturbed only when it was 
employed as a steed for two full-grown 
men, or as a target for rifle-practice by 
members of the garrison. At least one 
other notable denizen of Mauritius is 
now extinct. The dodo, whose name has 
become an emblem of mortality, existed 
there until the end of the seventeenth 
century. Both the great tortoise and the 
dodo fell victims to the appetite of man, 
but the extermination of the dodo was 
hastened by its vast stupidity. The 
popularising of big game shooting as a 


last year give a fairly accurate view of 
the position. Britain sold to the Free’ 
4] State goods to, the total value of 
£37,672,000, as against goods to the value 
of £35,146,000 sent by the Saorstdt to 
‘Britain. The corresponding figures for 
Northern Ireland were .£5,638,000 and 
£4,700,000 respectively. No other gountry 
approached these figures. The United 
States, which sent to the Free State 
£4,500,000. worth: of goods, bonght from 
her goods to the value of £767,734—largely 
motor tractors. Germany’s purchases 
amounted to £305,433, and those of 
‘France only to £170,413. Thus, to all 
intents and purposes, Britain and 
Northern Ireland are the only countries 
which buy Free State produce in any 
quantities. All trade is reciprocal, and, 
unless this country continues to buy her 
imports from British firms, British con- 
sumers, very naturally, will not continue 
to buy Free State produce. There is 
hardly any limit to the extent to which 
the Saorstdt’s exports to the cross-Channel 
consumer, can be increased; and all 
her energies ought to be concen- 
trated on the British market. There may 
be a certain amount of glamour in the 
idea of exports to the ends of the earth, 
but it is from the British market that 
the people of Saorstét Eireann derive 
their means of livelihood. When that

The Free State’s Customers. 


Some interesting facts concerning 
Franco-Irish trade, actual and potential, 
were given to the Dublin Rotary Club 
yesterday by M. André Leprévost, Com- 
mercial Attaché to the French Consulate- 
General in the Free State. “Since the 
Free State became a separate economic 
unit foreign countries have been making 
strenuous efforts to secure part of her 
trade, but in virtually every case 
their dealings have been one-sided, 
Free State importers have been besought 
buy goods from this, that and 
the other country; but, while foreign 
countries are most anxious to sell goods 
to the Saorstdt; they do not seem to 
be at all anxious to buy her produce. 
The Free State’s exports to the whole 
world, outside Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, hardly amount to a row of pins, 
It is true that the establishment of ‘the 
Fordson works, near Cork, has resulted 
in a fairly brisk export of motor tractors 
to non-British countries; but this trade 
must be regarded as a windfall, The 
export of Free State produce—live-stock, 
butter, eggs and the like—is what really 
matters; and, for all practical purposes, 
this trade is confined to Great Britain
